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17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SIT 


The Lewis E. Morrison House has a two-bay front-facing gable. Windows 
are generally fitted with 2-over-2 sash; details are obscured by modern 
siding. The molded main roof cornice shows a partial return, and there 
is a small pointed-arched attic window. The right elevation has a two- 
and-one-half story ell which is treated as a semi-hexagonal bay. Large 
consoles with sunburst panels and central pendants are used to square 
the corners of the ell just below the rakes. On the left elevation is 
a larger ell, eonsisting of two nested gables, with the lower gable 

to the front. The lower gable projects slightly and has a large 

stair window with border panes. The higher rear gable has a pointed-

The Lewis E. Morrison House is significant as a good example of the 
Victorian vernacular genre. Despite the application of modern siding, 
the house retains a good deal of its Victorian detail, including the

The ell's front wall contains the main entry, 
protected by a one-story shed-roofed porch. The porch has turned posts, 
curved jigsawn post brackets with drops at the top and bottom, a 
spindled frieze, and a vertical beaded-board valence with a sawtooth 
lower edge. Above the valence is a face rafter with a central recessed 
panel and applied rectangular blocks; the porch roof has exposed 
notched rafters.
